In addition to the above, patronage dividends have 
been paid in reserves to a total of $4,935,846. 

Every Pool member should have a clear understand¬ 
ing of Pool policies. It is believed that such policies 
should encourage more farmers to become Pool mem¬ 
bers and should also be an incentive to increased de¬ 
liveries to Pool elevators.

In Alberta, cutworm infestations 
were present in several localities, 
but crop damage was confined 
mainly to localized districts in 
the south east und extreme south 
of the province, 

W. Lobay, Supervisor of Crop 
Protection. Alberta Department ol 
Agriculture, advises farmers in 
the cut-worm areas to lake evviy 
precaution when summerfallow ing 
this year. Keep off the summerfai- 
low during August anil the first 
half of September, he advises. 
This is the time when the pale 
western cutworm moths are lay¬ 
ing their eggs. Loose summer-fal¬ 
low soil provides an ideal place 
for their operations.’ If the soil is 
left undisturbed during the por- 
iod mentioned, the crust on the 
surface will tend to prevent the 
field from becoming infested with 
cutworm eggs. Live stock should 
also be kept off the fallow from 
the end of July until the middle 
of September. Their trampling the 
fiejdywijl break the crust and ser¬ 
iously- Interfere with the attempt 
at pale western cutworm control.

Pale Western 
Cutworm Control 

In a recent report of cutworm 
activity, L. A. Jacobtton and Dr. 
Howard McDonald of the Field 
Crop Insect Laboraiorios at Leth¬ 
bridge and Saskatoon, advise that 
pale western cutworm damage in 
Alberta and Saskatchewan was 
much mere widespread in 1951 
than in the past several years. 
They also advise tnat infestation 
in 1952 may be at least as serious 
as that which occurred this year.

1 cup butter (or Margarine! 

2 egg-., well beaten 

2 tsp. cinnamon 

1 ts|i nutm.’g or cloves (or 
tsp. each > 

1 tsp. soda dissolved in 1 cup 
- cold coilee 

■1 lo I 1 - cups .-.II purpose 
flour (sifted before meas¬ 
uring) 

1 tsp baking powder 
1 cup soft raisins 
'•j cup chopped nuts 

Method 

Cream shortening witli su¬ 
gar and spices. Add the eggs 
and beat well. Then add. al¬ 
ternately. the coffee and 
flour, winch has -been sifted 
with the baking puwde;;. 
Lastly, add lb?' raisins and 
nuts (if (he raisins are dry, 
pour boi’ing water over 
them and lid stand a few 
minutes, then dr * well, if 
very large , eld tn two with 
scissors). Bake a ''tester" lo 
see that amount »«f flour is 
right before dropping the 
lest of the batl'er by small 
teaspoonfuis onto oiled bak¬ 
ing sheets. Bake 12 to 15 
minutes in a fairly hot oven, 
about 400 degrees. This re¬ 
cipe makes 5 to 6 dozen 
cookies.
